their magnificence, but they are really nothing to R e - 
geut-street. 
1 had merely time to get a g la n ce at it b e ­ 
fore d a rk ; but for breadth and co n ve n ie n ce , for the 
e le g a n c e and variety o f the buildings, though all 
o f the 
same scale and material, and for the brilliancy and e x ­ 
pensiveness oi the shops, it seemed to me quite absurd 
to co mp are it with a n y thing b e tw e e n N e w Y o r k and 
< onstantiiiople— B r o a d w a y and

A n d i f G o v . L in ­ 
coln then had reason to fear that these soulless, never-

ics, e a c h emp lop ed in his o w n w o rk -s h o p , regulated and 
controlled only

gaged in the same kind o f w o r k , ma y he b roken d o w n , 
and obliged to b eco me the h ead servants o f incorp ora­ 
tion s?— w h e r e , like S amp so n u fo ld , in the hands o f the

O u ght w e not to ask ourselves, w h e n e v e r an net o f 
incorporation is called for, h o w ma n y o f our numerous 
constituents are eve r benefitted by a n y such act o f sp e­ 
cial legislation ? 
I f w e did, w e should find, p ro bab ly, 
not one in ten thousand— and even all 
the ad \ ant ages

T h e r e arc but tw o w a y s o f acquiring 
w ealth in the w h o le w o rld — the one is by the personal 
labor o f our o w n h an d s, w ith the aid o f the elements, 
the brute 
creation, and labor-saving ma c h in e r y — and 
the other, either by direct or indirect taxation upon the 
labor ol others. 
A n d y e t all these acts o f special legis- <. 
lutiou are so man y facilities granted by the representa­ 
tives ot the peo p le, to the le w , to enable them to gather 
wealth from the hard earnings o f their constituents,— 
i liu s , tiie representatives o f the p eo p le, instead o f d e­ 
voting I heir time and talents to the business entrusted to 
them, b y their constituents, to tho high a n d h on orable ! 
business o f mak in g just and equal la w s for 
the g o o d o f 
the w h o le people, revising, amen din g, and 
repealing 
such as are obsolete, unequal, and contrary to the spirit , 


o f a free g o v ern men t, c o n ven e annually 
lo r little e l s e 1

many. 
B u t 
the 
innumerable 
corporations 
annually ' 
established, b y their constant, n e ve r ceasing accumu la­ 
tions, must finally absorb all the property in the c o mmu ­ 
nity. 
W h e n the p eople, being d ep rived o f all w e alth , 
will also be dep rived o f all political p o w e r — for w ealth 
and p o w e r g o hand in b an d — their unbending, man ly ,

servile tenants o f haughty landlords, as h e w e r s o f w ood I 
and d raw e rs of w a t e r — or in the monotonous, never- 
ceasing labor of the mills— devoting w h o le lives, per­ 
haps, to the daily toil o f w atch in g the progress o f a sin­ 
gle tbread in the looms, 
E ile, m this w a y , b ecomin g 
as useless to th emselves, as destitute of 
en jo ymen t and 
happiness, as the mach in es w h ic h they superintend— 
w hile the w h o le surplus o f the fruit o f their labor, more 
than enough to keep them in existen ce, must g o to su p ­ 
port, in ease and luxury, the individuals, a nd their for­ 
tunate successors, favored by these acts o f special legis­ 
lation.
